Aid. Hallam inquired if tho nbntters 


in Middle street, where it was proposed

Mayor Tilton stated that ho had heard 


nothing from them, but Haid further 
.hat they would have to accept the 
unount or appeal to tho courts. 


Aid. Bates a.sked who owned the land 


on Hichards avenue which was formerly 
ised as a reservoir and when told that 
t belonged to the city, suggested that 
t be sold and the proceeds bo used to 
mrchase land for uu engine house at 
.he went end. 
Uis idea was to station 


one of the fire engines not in use in that 
jart of the city, wliorc it is badly need- 
el. 


Aid. Hallam made ti strong plea in

to be doue and the yard could not be 
moved. 


On motion of Aid. Hallam the mayor 


and city solicitor were authorized to 
consult with the railroad people to see 
if they would not have gates put there.
